CIO Calls For Beef Rollbacks,

WASHINGTON. June 20—The 
CIO today called for “no re­ 
treat ' from the beef price roll­

School Aid 
Bill Passed

COLUMBUS, June 20—A $25.7 
million increase in school aid 
was passed by the Ohio Legisla­ 
ture as its last m ajor official act 
early today.

THE Ford Foundation—which seems to

Board over a new wage ceiling policy. One or the other will have to 
yield before an overall formula can be worked out. 
Best biformed Washington opinion is that Johnston will be the one 
to back down This opinion is based on Labor » ce- 
mand that cost-of-living escalator clauses in work 
contracts be recognized. Labor will insist on this 
point. 
Moreover, Johnston * own orders on this question 
are in conflict 
He states emphatically that wage 
increases must be held generally to the percentage 
rise rn living costs since Jan 15. 1850. 
On the other hand, he has ordered approval of 
cost-of-living pay boosts provided for in escalator 
clauses in co.,tracts negotiated before the January 
26 price-wage freeze There is a June 30 deadline 
on this policy -but, obviously, it will not be easy 
to reverse a concession that has once been granted 
The Wage Board, in an effort to face up to 
reality, is leaning to the basic principle behind the 
'escalator clauses; that is, that wage increases should be approved up 
to percentage rises in living costs from the date of the last work 
contract for each group.

Returning to the National Safe­ 
ty Council’s 1950 report, Best 
m ace these points: 
1. Total farm reside.it deaths 
from accidents were 15,500 in 
1950. Injuries totaled about 1,- 
300,000. 
2. F arm home deaths totaled 
3,900, with approximately 550,000 
nonfatal injuries. 
3. Motor vehicles killed 6.300 
farm residents and injured 220,-J

Attention is being called to the 
heavy farm accident toll and the 
safe practices which will prevent 
death and injury from farm haz­ 
ards.

According to a survey of state 
laws on driving while under the 
influence of liouor, recently con­ 
ducted by the safety council, at 
least seven states do not include 
farm tractors in the legal defini­ 
tion of a motor vehicle.
